Farmer's page of your'-paper, Issued 
on the 25th ult, in which it is advo- 
cated to pack apples, etc.. In boxes In- 
stead of barrels, and we beg* to take 
an exception to garaa, as we know 
that boxea or crates have proven a 
failure in this capacity, 
especially 


when the fruit ig to be shipped to 
some distance from tha farm- 


As a ruje fruit packers prater the 


barrel to anything else on account of 
same being more handy In the hand- 
ling of package, besides there are a 
number of other reasons, to wit: 
Fruit in crates are more liable to 
shrinkage on account of being more 
accessible 
while 
standing 
around 


awaiting a purchaser. Ths fruit, if 
packed in boxes or 'crates, does not 
arrive in as good a condition at the 
market on account of the slats' in the 
crates and the square or oblong form 
of the box. In addition to these the 
fruit does not arrive In as good & san- 
itary condition when packed in boxea 
or crates, as -when shipped In barrels, 
for when shipped in the latter' it is 
practically air tight. 


Furthermore, peopls have tried a 


cheaper package than tho barrel be- 
fore and find after packing some of 
their fruit in boxes or crates they pre- 
fer the., barrel.-While crates or boxes 
will cost less than .the barrel, still the 
extra cost In the handling of the two 
former is wore than made up if the 
barrel is used, since two men hand- 
ling barrels will get out more work 
than three handling boxes and crates.

did not serve to dampen the ardor of 
the- populace. 


City in Gala Dress. 


The whole city had been decorated 


•with flags and 
bunting, while 
the

carpets before their doors and filled 
their 
windows 
with brocades 
and' 


bright colored streamers. Triumphal 
arches spread across the path 
tra- 


versed by-his-majesty. 


This morning the mayor posted a 


manifesto exhorting the citizens'to give 
tho ernperor a reception that- would 
show- their appreciation of .the great 
dvent and express Italian gratitude for 
the aid the Russian sailors gave at the 
time of the earthquake in ' southern 
Italy. 
The manifesto concluded' with 


this address to the emperor: 


"The reception to your majesty ex- 


presses our sentiments and' apprecia- 
tion for your presence within our walls. 
This . occasion 'will be memorable as 
again attracting the attention' of- the 
whole civilized world to Racconigi."' 


Guard All the Way. 


••From the moment the imperial par- 
ty entered. Italy through the famous 
Mont Cenis tunnel at 'Modane, until it 
reached the'imperial castle-it was at 7 
tended by -an extraordinary .military 
guard. Not an i'rich of the tunnel but 


. what -was 'examined and it was • lined 


with "soldiers who ' could almost touch 
hands. 


Every station on the railroad line 


was occupied by the military and each 
coach of the trains on the line leading 
to Racconigi 'carried a police guard 
who made periodical visits among the

suspicion was aroused. It was-an un- 
comfortable morning for the passen- 
gers to enter Italy by way of Modane. 


On the Italian frontier the emperor 


was met by a special committee of 
generals. 
At. the appearance of'the 


emperor's train the- troops drawn up 
beside the track presented :irms and 


. their bands played .the R tv'i'an na- 


tional anthem. 


A Triumphal March. 


• Throughout the Mont Cenis railway- 
line the progress or the emperor had 
the character of a triumphal march. 
Crowds appeared at the1 rear of the 
train, climbed into tree tops or upon 
the cliffs wherever a view of the pass- 
ing train was to'be had. As tfie train 
passed the crowds waved' their hats 
and handkerchiefs, shouting "Long'live 
Russia" and "Long live the emperor." 


At the station here Emperor Nich- 


olas was met by King Victor Em- 
manuel. Emperor Nicholas appeared 
in excellent health ami the best of 
humor as he stepped from the train. 
King Victor Emmanuel stepped to- 
ward the imperial" carriage as the em- 
peror descended to the platform. The 
sovereigns embraced and . kissed each 
other on both cheeks. At the moment 
the Italian troops presented arms, 
cannon belched_for a salute, the bands 
struck up the Russian national an- 
them and the crowd cheered.

ministers and other government dig- 
nitaries were presented to his ma- 


' * jesty, following which the sovereigns 


emerged from the station. The cheer- 
ing was renewed by the crowd as their 
majesties drove away.

Pour Months' Fight Against 
It Ended in Court— Cost 


of Repairs $15,000. 


Plymouth. Ind., Oct. 23.—Concluding 


a four months' flght in the Marshall 
circuit court in the noted court house 
injunction case, the board of county 
commissioners and Contractor Arthur 
O'Keefe have won their'case. Special 
Judge M. B. Lairy, of Logansport hav- 
ing dissolved, the Injunction ,on every- 
thing except the courtroom decora- 
tions. 


In brief. Judge Lairy said that the 


board of commissioners has the right 
to exercise its powers of discretion In 
the granting of contracts, which must 
stand unless fraud or collusion is 
proven. Tha board of commissioners 
had compiled with the terms of the 
statute, and that was all that wan re- 
quired. 


The causes that led up to the in- 


junction followed when the commis- 
sioners last June decided to remodel 
;md enlarge the court house at an ex- 
pense of $15,000, and let the contract to 
Arthur O'Keefe. 
On June 17. Jacob 


Ness, who was a competitive bidder, 
brought suit as a taxpayer to restrain 
Mr. O'Keefe from executing the con- 
tract, on the ground that bids had 'not 
been advertised according to the re- 
quired law. 


AT THE AGE OF 80 YEARS. 


The Nomination of "The 


Death of Daniel Zent, Pioneer Resi- 


dent of Huntington County. 


Huntington, Oct. 23.—Daniel Zent. 


aged 80 years, one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Huntington county, died yes- 
terday morning at his homo In "War- 
ren. Only two weelin ago ho returned 
from Marlon, where he had undergone 
a severe operation for a chronic ill- 
ness with which he had been bothered 
many years. He had apparently re- 
covered from the sickness and from 
the effect of the-.operation, but suffer- 
ed a sudden relapse a few days ago 
and declined rapidly until the end.

Citizens' Ticket" Spur- 
' red Up Old Parties. 


(Sentinel Correspondence.) 


Monroeville, Ind., Oct. 23.—This lit- 


tle city was suddenly thrown into a 
superheated political atmosphere when 
on Monday night a municipal ticket 
was picked out. A few citizens tiled 
with the town clerk a petition signed 
by the required number and called the 
ticket the "Citizens' Ticket." 


Neither of the old parties had made 


nominations, but caucuses for the re- 
publicans had 
been announced for 


Tuesday evening and the democrats 
for Wednesday evening. 


The citizens' ticket was filed by 


Hon. 
H. C. Crabll, the present demo- 


cratic committeeman of Monroe town- 
ship, as attorney in power, and it was 
soon noised about that both demo- 
crats 
and 
republicans 
had 
been 


"scooped" as they had not made nomi- 
nations in time, as the "few" declared. 


While In the absence of a law speci- 


fying that a ticket nominated for a 
town election should be certified to 
the town clerk fifteen days prior to the 
election, the "few" contended that,the 
law stating that all nominations for 
county elections must "be certified to 
the county clerk fifteen days prior to 
the election, was applicable to town 
elections, and declared • that the olc 
parties were too slow to "take cole" 
and that they had the only ticket that 
could be voted for on. November 2. 


This aroused the ire of the lead- 


ers of both parties, who held their 
conventions as announced, and each 
placed a complete ticket, which -will be 
used as 'faster ballots" on election 
day. 


Little Strip of Land in Jay 


County Costs Litigants 
Thousands of Dollars. 


Portland, Ind., Oct. 23.—Judge John 


W. Macy, In the Randolph circuit court, 
this morning,, heard the argument ol 
counsel for a new trial in the suit o£ 
Ebenezer S. Jones against 
William 


North, the famous Jay county case, 
to settle the boundary line o£;the two 
men's farms, and having for the bone 
of contention less than u halt acre of 
ground, has already Involved the liti- 
gants in more than a thousand dollars 
of costs.

Temptation itself is 
not sin. Temptation is infection, sin 
is disease. Whether one catches or 
resists the disease depends upon .his 
moral 
constitution. Malaria seizes 


the man in whose body- the diseasa 
finds a susceptible condition. Temp- 
tation is' an inducement to .depart 
from the path of rectitude, and may \ 
spring from without or from a man's 
own'nature. As an outward solicita- 
tion it comes to one man, and he 
says "Yes." It comes to another man, 
and he says "No." The outward 
temptation arouses the personality 
within a man. The outward appeal to 
do wrong measures the temptable ele- 
ment -arlthln.

The reason why one man overcomes 


temptation and another does not is 
not so much because-of difference in 
circumstances, but because o£ the dif- 
ference in personality. You may place 
two men in the same environment. 
One man. succumbs to its - temptation 
because he has in his moral constitu- 
tion the element of defeat; the other 
overcomes because he has within him 
the pledge of victory. 


This Is not underrating circum- 


stances. . -Many a man's security from 
temptation lies in cutting himself 
loose from the outward associations 
of wrong. Let him make a solemn 
compact with himself that he will re- 
main away from the place of tempt*- 
Uon. The devil enters the soul ot 
many a man through bis mouth, his 


his' ears. The man thus iaflu- 


1 should make a holy covenant 


with his senses of taste, sight and 
hearing. 


But a man's security lies not so 


much in seclusion. He must go out 
Into the world. 
The greatest safe- 


guard against temptation is self-cul- 
ture. A healthy body is the best re- 
sistant against disease. Rules of life 
are good, but frequently powerless. 
Better is it to have a strong souli iron 
in the blood. Let a man build up his 
moral constitution by thinking noble 
thoughts, derived from the habitual 
practice of reading good books, per- 
forming noble deeds, association with 
pure women arid honorable, men.. Let 
a man walk in the spirit and he will 
not fulfil the lusts of th« flesh. Good 
literature, pure friendship and honor- 
able toil are among the methods which 
God provides to enable a man to 
overcome. Of ail books the Bible is 
the best, for it passes as iron into 
the blood -and gives vigor to the will. 
Of all friendships the sense of the 
companionship of the Man of Nazareth 
is the most invigorating. The power 
and purity, of His life may be claimed 
and used in every hour of temptation. 


Devote yourself to God and you will 


find God fights the battles of a will 
resigned. 


Abstinence vs. Moderation. 


I had tried both, ways; I speak 


from experience. I am in good spirits, 
because I take no spirits; I am hale, 
because I take no ale; I take no anti- 
dote in the form of drugs, because I 
take no poison in the form at drinks.

Absolutely Barren Country. 


Their land is absolutely 
barren. 


Thar* are nothing but rolling moun- 
tains of a granite formation, covered 
with, a heavy moes that is too coarse, 
•tiff and hard for any animal to sub- 
•lit on except the caribou, after which 
It is named. Hardly a tree appears 
along its shores. 
There are a few 


.- bushes of flr, sprues and birch that 


nestle in the more sheltered nooks 
where they can escape the cutting and 
levelling gales that sweep the country 
with terrific force. 
There are heavy 


forests of good lumber back from the 
coasts, but these people cannot give up 
their fishing long enough to go back to 
cut wood and drag it to the sea for fuel 
for the winter. Scattered through the 
green gray moss are blueberries and 
redberries, rich and sweet, and 'bake 
apples like largv yellow raspberries, 
that have more beauty than taste or 
nutriment. 


No vegetation grows, but tha waters 


are prolific of the codfish, much salmon 
and seal, and it Is for these thai tho 
Newfoundlanders "seek the country.

"In all. we tramped about on« hun-

We planned to get caribou and feast 
on game all the way across.

KING VENTILATING SYSTEM 


Its Adoption is Recommenced, as Its Use Insures 


an Abundance of Pure Air at All Times.

The King system or ventilation con- 


sists ot two sets of flues, one set pro- 
vides fresh air. while the other fur- 
nishes an escape for the vitiated air. 


The fresh air flues should be placed 


not more than 10 feet apart and located 
In the exterior walls of the barn. 


No fear of putting In too many In- 


lets, since the greater the number the 
more effective 
the ventilation. The 


outlook may include one or more fluos, 
but should be so located as to provide 
the quickest means of removing the 
foul air. 


All stable walls and ceilings should 


be nonconductors of heat and 
cold, 


otherwise moisture will collect as frost 
In cold weather and drop as water in 
moderate weather. 


In a station barn the flues for taking 


out the foul air are two in number. on<s 
midway in each side wall. These flues 
pass upward to the left, where they 
meet a central chimney. 


There is also a ventilator flue open- 


ing from the celling into the bottom 
of the chimney for more rapid move- 
ment of air In hot weather to keep the 
stable cooler. 


In winter this ventilator would sacri- 


fice a large amount of warm air and 
the opening should be kept closed until 
the stable becomes too warm. 


The central flue Is 40 inches In di- 


ameter and rises 50 feet above the floor 
The lateral flues which join the main 
chimney are IS by 24 inches. 


There are two objects in bringing the 


ventilator shaft near the floor. First 


remove the waste products of the U'ngs 
produced by breathing, as "this foul air 
always settles near the floor and ani- 
mals are compelled to breathe it with 
the impurities. Second, to dispose of 
the cold air in the winter rather than the 
warm. The coldest air in a room is 
always on the floor and the warmest at 
the ceiling. 


The walls of the barn are made of 


studding, sheeted up both inside and 
out with matched lumber and building 
paper. Several of the spaces between 
the studding are used for fresh air 
flues. 


We have used this system for eleven 


years and have found it to be entirely 
satisfactory. 


Wrong construction of foul air flues 


has sometimes led to" the failure of the 
system. Some farmers make them like 
any ordinary boxed openings and then 
condemn the system because ot their 
mistake. 


To construct the flue.of this kind the 


lumber should be nailed closely, cov- 
ered with paper, and after the paper a 
second thickness of lumber. This will 
insure proper air capacity, as it In 
creases the friction of the moving ai 
in the flue. 


A good ventilating flue must have 


the same qualities as a good chimney. 
It should rise above the highest part 
of the roof so as to receive the full 
force of the air and wind. 


The best location of the foul air flue, 


when only one Is used, would bo in 
the center of the barn. If two flues are 
used place one on each side of the mid- 
dle of the stable.

There may be some wise m»n who can 
forecast the condition of the markets

The next thing .to look for Is that the 


:oop is not" air-tight. Let the front 
)f rat-tight netting or heavy screen. 


The same general plan may be usec 
or small coops for hens or for large 
coops to be used as colony houses fo 
growing chickens. 


The essentials are a movable floo 


raised on cleats, a sliding front cov 
ered with rat-tight netting and a hoo 
•\cr the front to keep the rain from 
x-ating in. 


If the coops are . used for larg 


chickens roosts may be fitted in them 
T used late in tho- fall or early sprin 
a piece of cloth should be tacked o 
the sliding front. 


The chicken coops should not 
b 


bunched up, but scattered out over 
much ground as is convenient. Neithe 
should they remain long in one spo 
but should be shifted a few feet eac 
day!

aroducing land you are paying taxes on 
-ou wlllfsoon ascertain the fact that 
•ou are,losing the use of a considerable 
per cent.of your land investment 


All other business men take into con- 
Ideratlon such items; why should not 
he farmers do as well? An Illinois 
arraer writes as follows: "I keep tab 
on a. piece of land I.purchased three- 
years ago. It. was a, somewhat broken 
20-acre tract, with several strips and 
corners turned out to noncultivation. s 
Having acquired it late In the winter 
and being overcrowded with work, I 
couldn't get to it then, so I decided to 
make an experiment with it. The first 
year it was cropped according to my 
nstructions and the amount and value 
of the produce carefully determined. 


"The second year I had all neglected 


portions brought into cultivation and 
cropped similar to the previous year. 
When the crop was harvested and the 
amount and value calculated I found I 
had an increase of 14 per cent over the 
previous crop. According to other plots 
of mine I had to attribute 3 per cent 
of the increase to better season, thua 
leaving 11 per cent in favor of cleaned 
up waste places, besides tho appear- 
ance of the land wonderfully improved 
and the' selling price greatly enhanced." 


Of course the onfy value of such an 


experiment is to servo as an object les- 
son and an experiment that few will 
undertake, but I hope it may stimulate 
some farmer to grasp the Importance 
of utilizing all of his land.'

One of the most valuable fea- 
ures of barnyard manure, a 
value 


which no commercial fertilizer contains 
.o any appreciable degree, Is Its salu- 
tary effect upon the physical Condition 
of the soil. Tho fact that this may not 
jo expressed in dollars and cents In no 
degree detracts 'from Its importance. 
Every tiller of the soil knows decaying 
fogetable matter In the soil gives to It a 
quality, a power of production, a ca- 
pacity to retain moisture, and adds ta 
its friability as does nothing else. 


Organic matter in barnyard manure 


performs another Important function- 
It sets free some of the locked-up plant 
food that already resides In the soil 
All soils contain great quantities ot 
fertility that IB in such forms an to 
be useless to plants. The dissolution 
and decay of the organic matter tends 
to free and make available these stores 
of plant food.
